JoCo Cruise wants everyone to foster a healthy, kind, and respectful community in which all individuals 
will feel safe and welcome.

Be excellent to each other. Treat your fellow 
Sea Monkeys with kindness and respect. This is an 
enthusiastic and supportive community, and it is all 
of our responsibility to maintain it. Invite people 
into your conversations and activities; be support¬ 
ive when your fellow Sea Monkeys try new things 
(or choose not to); participate, connect, help out. 
Events like these can feel lonely and intimidating 
when you’re new and don’t know anybody. Be 
welcoming, inclusive and friendly, and look out for 
one another! 

Don’t harass Others. We are not a community 
that tolerates harassment. This includes (but isn’t 
limited to): any kind of physical, verbal, or psycho¬ 
logical abuse; threats, intimidation, and bullying; 
slurs about race, gender, sexuality or ability; 
unwanted romantic attention, sexual harassment, 
and generally creepy or stalky behavior; and 
photographing anyone or engaging in physical 
interactions (hugging, tickling, backrubs, etc.) 
without consent. If someone asks you to stop doing 
something and you keep doing it, that’s harassment. 
We’re all responsible for making sure this doesn’t 
occur in our community. 

Be excellent to the ship’s staff and anyone 
you encounter at a port of call.

Cooler than the a la 
mode sitting atop a perfect piece of pie. Cooler than a pina colada nested inside a larger even colder 
pina colada. Because right here, right now, YOU are the boss of your JoCo Cruise experience. 

Not feeling chill yet? Here are some serving suggestions to get you started. 


DAY 1 - SETTLE IN 
AND RAMP UP 

Look at the week ahead! 

• Check out the detailed schedule you 
received in the terminal to see what’s on 
for the first couple of days, and check out 
the Main Events Grid on page 9. 

• A daily newsletter with an updated schedule 
for the following day will be delivered to your 
stateroom each evening, starting on Day 2. 

• All scheduled JoCo Cruise events take 
place on Ship Time—that is, the time set on 
the ship’s clocks. Ship Time generally 
matches the local time of the ports of call; 
this can sometimes get tricky when the 
cruise passes through different time zones. 
Here’s how Ship Time works this year: 

• At 2 am on Sun. Mar. 10 (Day 2 of the 
cruise—or, if you’re a night owl, very 
very late the night of Day 1), Ship Time 
will move forward to 3 am, because 
Daylight Saving Time begins. 

• THAT’S IT! (While Tortola and Puerto 
Rico are in the Atlantic Time Zone, neither 
of them observes Daylight Saving Time, so 
no more clock adjustments are required.) 


Explore the ship! 

• Check out the deck maps on page 11. 

• While your stateroom attendants are 
preparing your cabin, it’s a great opportunity 
to scoot around and become familiar with 
the ship. It’s also an ideal time to book shore 
excursions, spa treatments etc., if you 
haven’t already. 

Meet and/or reconnect with your 
fellow Sea Monkeys! 

• On your badge, be sure to jot down an “Ask 
Me About” topic, and look at other people’s 
badges for theirs. Instant ice breaker! 

• You’ll also see preferred pronoun stickers 
on many badges. If you didn’t get a sticker 
in the terminal, the Info Desk (Deck 1, 
Atrium) will have extras if you’d like to 
add one to your badge. 

• We’ve also teamed with Friendshipping 
to provide buttons for you to indicate your 
social mood. Wear them as it suits you, 
and take cues from the Friend shipping 
buttons others might be wearing. 

• Join in the easy way! A Friendly Fez sign 
means “You’re welcome to join us!” Grab one 
from the Game Library or through¬ 
out the ship to invite people to join 
you at your game or dining table. 








If it’s your first JoCo Cruise, we’ve planned 
some on-ramps: 

► New Monkey Orientation — 3 pm in the Main Stage theater. We’ll give a brief 
overview of the week and general logistics, and answer any and all questions you 
may have. Show up when you wish/are able to, and leave at any time. 

* Attend a New Monkey event, which are selected for their ability to ease you 
into the fun. (These are noted in the printed schedule, or search for “New 
Monkey” in the online schedule.) 

> New M on key Ambassadors will be around the ship to answer questions and 


help with ideas on where to start. They’ll be wearing pink sashes, you can’t miss ‘em. 



Feed yourself! 

The moment you set foot on the ship you can 
find an astounding assortment of goodies on 
Deck 9 at the Lido Buffet, or at the Taco Bar and 
Dive-In grill near the mid-ship Lido Pool. This 
is also a great place to meet and meet up with 
your fellow Sea Monkeys. Vegetarian/Vegan 
and restricted diet options are available. 

Enjoy the first concert and dinner! (Red 
Team / Gold Team) 

As we’ve noted previously, most nights of 
the cruise will feature a Main Concert event 
featuring our performers and guests. Because the 
ship’s Main Stage theater only fits half the ship’s 
guests, we present these concerts as an Early Show 
and a Late Show. As such, everyone has been 
assigned to either the Red Team or the Gold Team. 

If you’re with the Red Team, you go to the early 
dinner seating (5:30 pm on Day 1) in the Main 
Dining Room and then the Late Show 
(8 pm on Day 1); if you’re on the Gold Team, you go 
to the Early Show and then the late dinner seating. 
You are, of course, under no obligation to 


either attend the show, nor to eat dinner in the 
Main Dining Room; there’s plenty of other food 
options available and things to do with your 
time. You’re your own boat boss! 

For dinner, unless you notified Holland 
America about special dietary needs ahead of 
time, it’s open seating. Sit anywhere you like on 
either floor (anywhere that’s not reserved for 
fixed seating, staff or 24/7 gaming). Find new 
friends, meet up with old friends, mix and 
match as you care to. 


PLANT-BASED EATING 

Don’t dig on meat? We’ve worked with the 
Oosterdam to get you covered... 

■» Nightly vegetarian and vegan meal 
options in the Main Dining Room 

■» Added vegetarian and vegan options in 
the Lido Market, including a station 
dedicated to plant-based options 

■» Plant-based options at the Dive-In grill 
and Taco Bar and room service 
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Those who signed up for Club SRO have priority seating in 
the Billboard Onboard and B.B. King’s Lounge venues during 
the main show simulcasts. Others are welcome to join, pending 
availability of seating. Club SRO members may also watch the 
show live in the Main Venue, if there are seats available 5 
minutes after the show starts. 


AFTER EMBARK, WHAT DOES A 
“TYPICAL” DAY LOOK LIKE? 

Trick question! Although we’re all in this together, JoCo Cruise is set up to allow people to 
explore and pursue what interests them, and nothing is mandatory*. That said, there is a general 
flow to each day, which varies depending on if it’s a sea day or port day. 

^except for disembarking on the last day, but let’s not dwell on that 


Good Morning! (or possibly Good 
Afternoon-Morning!) Wake up, do your 
morning thing, enjoy a hot shower, etc. Have 
breakfast in your cabin (because you filled 
out a room service form the night before) or 
seek it on the Lido deck or Main Dining Room. 

Look over the day’s schedule (which was 

delivered to your stateroom the night before) 
and think about what appeals to you the most. 

Seek and pursue those things! No need to 
bring along a schedule: we place fresh daily 
schedules throughout the ship, outside all the 
main venues. 

Here are all the ways to keep on top of 
the daily doings: 

• Daily newsletter* Delivered to your room 
every evening. Includes updated schedule 
and key information about the next day. 

• Daily schedules, posted throughout the 
ship* Complete daily schedules are posted 
in the elevator lobbies on Decks 2, 3 and 9; 


individual venue daily schedules are posted 
outside that venue. 

• Online Schedule: 
jococruise2019.sched.com. Internet 
access required. Given the unpredictability 
of network connectivity while at sea, we 
discourage relying on this as your only info 
source. 

• JoCo Cruise Info Desk, Atrium, 

Deck 1 midship. Daily staffing hours 
will be posted at the desk and in our 
daily newsletter. 

• Helper Monkeys. The JoCo Cruise 
“volunteer Helper Monkey” genus comes in 
two different species: Proctors, who work 
specific events/shifts (in pink vests); and 
New Monkey Ambassadors (wearing pink 
sashes), who are more generalized wander¬ 
ing “help stations” (particularly for 
newbies). All Helper Monkeys can help find 
answers to JoCo Cruise questions. You can 
also turn to them about a Code of Conduct

the Explorer’s Lounge (deck 3, aft) for 
“analog” plan coordination and announce¬ 
ments. There are also “Looking for Players 1 
board by the Game Library specifically for 
organizing gaming events.

Address. For major reminders and 
announcements throughout the week, 
Principal Sabourin and others will notify 
you directly, via the ship’s PA system.

• Gold Team: 5pm Main Stage show, 
7:30pm dinner 

Day 4 (Tortola): no Main Concert, and 

Day 5 (San Juan): San Juan Land Concert 

• The Main Dining Room on these days is 
“Open Dining” from 5pm to 9pm. That 
said, try to get there in the neighborhood 
of your usual seating if possible (so the 
whole ship doesn’t all show up at once). 

• NOTE: Fixed Seating table assignments/ 
times will still apply on these days.

“tender” boat to reach the island; you’ll receive 
instructions on how that works later in the week.

• Including the annual single malt whiskey 
tastings, and specialty lunches. A modest 
fee is charged for these events. 

Lounging and General Ship Amenities 

• Chill times at the Lido Pool (Deck 9, Mid¬ 
ship) and Sea View Pool (Deck 9, Aft) and 
other areas. 

• Relax like a boss at the Spa (Deck 9, For¬ 
ward), shop like a boss at the Shops (Deck 3, 
Midship), or be the boss of looking at photos 
at the Photo Gallery. 

• Roll them bones, hit on a soft 17, spin the 
hot marble, and laugh in the face of math 
and probability in the ship’s Casino (Deck 2, 
Forward). 

• Gym? Sure. You could do that. (Deck 9, 
Forward) 

Daily Quiet Zones: 

• 8am - 3pm: Crow’s Nest Bar (Deck 10, 
Forward) 

• 8am - 6pm: Observation Deck (Deck 11, 
Forward) 

• 9:30pm - late: Lido Marketplace - 
Starboard Side (Deck 9, Midship) 

The above Quiet Zones are where people 
can find respite from the bustle of the busier 
and noisier locations. We encourage quiet 
activities (reading, puzzles, etc.), but ask that 
there be no gaming in designated Quiet Areas. 
Think “library” sound levels. Anyone engag¬ 
ing in noisy/disturbing activity will be asked

BASIC SHIPBOARD 
TERMINOLOGY: 

BOW or FORE: front of ship 

AFT: back of ship 

STARBOARD side: right side of ship when facing the bow 

PORT Side: left side of the ship when facing the bow

• Gaming events are included in the schedule 
posted in the daily newsletter, as well as 
throughout the ship. 

• Check out a game in the 24/7 game library and 
ask one of our Cardboard Concierge team 
members for games that fit your taste. 

ABOUT THE GAME LIBRARY 

The JoCo Cruise Tabletop Game Library is in the 
Upper Main Dining Room (Deck 3 Aft), just to 
the left as you enter (starboard side). It’s avail¬ 
able 24/7, and includes games donated to JoCo 
Cruise by Our Generous Sponsors as well as 
those on loan from your fellow Sea Monkeys. 
(May Poseidon protect them and further then- 
good works. Amen.) 

The game shelves are color-coded based on 
game play length; there are recommended game 
lists to suit your mood; and experts (the 
Cardboard Concierge team) can make personal 
recommendations no matter what your skill or 
experience level is. Their office hours are posted 
in the Game Library. 


FINDING PLAYERS 
AND JOINING GAMES 

Do you like the comfort and order of a day 
or afternoon well-planned? Scheduled Gaming 
events are listed in the daily newsletter and 
posted schedules. You can also check out the 
“Looking For Players” board at the Game Library, 
which has notices from fellow passengers 
running RPG’s or tabletop game gatherings. All 
Sea Monkeys are welcome to post “Looking for 
Players” notices in the game library and we 
recommend doing so even if you posted some¬ 
thing elsewhere. 

Oh, you’re one of those devil-may-care folks 
looking for players right now. Check the 
schedule and see what game events are happen¬ 
ing right now, or look for Friendly Fez signs at 
game tables to find folks looking for players. 
Observe what they’re playing and if you’re 
interested in joining, utter the secret phrase: “I 
see your Friendly Fez; are you still looking for 
players?” For late-night game happenings, we 
recommend stopping by the Billboard Onboard 
lounge to find folks playing social/ 
party games, or Deck 3 of the Main 
Dining Room. 


The Sea Monkey community is an honorable one 
that takes great care of these cardboard jewels. 

Any game leaving the designated Game Library 
area must be checked out using our easy 3-step 
library checkout system. This lets everyone know 
where games are, and when they’re due back. 
Specific check-in/check-out instructions are posted

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WHERE TO PLAY GAMES

Designated 24/7 Gaming Tables 

A section of the upper Main Dining Room on 
Deck 3 has tables (designated via table tent) 
for gaming at any hour of the day or night— 
even during dinner service! (Note dinner will 
NOT be served at these tables.)

Main Dining Room on Deck 3 

Open almost all the time for gaming. It’s closed 
off at 3:30 p.m. daily for actual dinner prep and 
actual eating, and re-opens after dinner service 
has been cleared. This space is so vast that we 
implore you to note on the whiteboard map 


NOTE: If there is an Official Event or a 
Shadow Cruise event scheduled in any 
given space, that event has precedence for 
seating/table space. Check the “Where to 
Play” board in the Game Library, which is 
updated daily. Thanks for cooperating!

This will be a “stand-up” music festival, but 
there will be some seating available. There 
will also be a section reserved for accessible 
seating. 

Outside food and beverages are not allowed 
in the venue. Both will be available for 
purchase, but plan accordingly.

JoCo Cruise operates under a Creative 
Commons Attribution-NonCommercial-Sharealike license. That said, five things: 

• At times, Holland America’s photo and video policies may be different from that of JoCo 
Cruise. If there’s a conflict, we must and will defer to the Oosterdam’s policy. 

• Please be mindful and respectful of others when recording, and respect the JoCo Cruise 
Code of Conduct at all times. Please don’t block someone else’s view with your gear or 
self; and ask permission before photographing or recording someone. Not everyone may 
wish to be photographed/filmed. 

• Some performers may request their performances not be recorded, or indicate that they 
may be recorded but not publicly reposted. In such cases we ask that everyone respect 
those requests. We’ll do our best to get word out in advance regarding performers’ 
preferences. 

• In addition to the ship’s photographers, you’ll likely encounter the Shuttermonkeys 
taking pictures throughout the week. Their primary mission is to document the cruise 
for the public, and for JoCo Cruise’s general documentary and promotional purposes, 
but if for any reason you don’t want to be photographed by them, it’s cool—just let 
them know.

The word "cosplay' was coined in Japan during the 1980s ( kosupure: 
"costume play"). However, the staff' medievalist [editor’s note: why haven’t 
wefredhimyetP \ has refused to let this go to print without pointing out 
that the practice also has a tenuous connection to late medieval aristocratic 
culture. Lords and ladies often wore allegorical costumes at formal dances 
and "masquerades." Kings and queens were fond of staging formal "en¬ 
trances" into cities accompanied by glorious, over-the-top clothing, actors, 
and music. Louis XIV of France (r. 1643 - 1715) was particularly famous for 
his defile despantalons fanlastiqu.es in late seventeenth century Versailles,
